1 1 . (Currently Amended) A camera which can store data of a taken still image 
in a memory and can output the stored still image data to an external printer apparatus , 
said camera comprising: 

a connector for connecting the camera to the printer and for outputting the still 
image data to the printer attaching a dotachablv attachable connection devic e thoroto ; 

a detector for detecting whether any conn e ction d e vice is attached to a connection 
is established with the printer via said connector; and 

a controller for transitioning the camera into a state in order to output still image 
data through said connector and said conn e ction d e vic e to the printer when said detector 
detects that said connection d e vic e is attach e d to is established via said connector. 

12. (Original) A camera as claimed in claim 11, wherein said external 
apparatus is a personal computer. 

13. (Original) A camera as claimed in claim 1 1, wherein said external 
apparatus is a printer. 

14. (Original) A camera as claimed in claim 11, wherein said external 
apparatus is a storage apparatus. 

15. (Original) A camera as claimed in claim 11, wherein said connection 
device is a connection cable. 
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1 6. (Currently Amended) A camera syst e m which can store still image data of 
a taken image in a memory and output stored still image data to an external printer 
apparatus , said camera syst e m comprising: 

a connector for connecting the camera to the printer and for outputting the still 
image data to the printer attaching a d e tachably attachabl e connection devic e th e r e to ; and 

a controller for receiving a signal indicative of a connection status between the 
camera and the printer via d e t e ctor for d e t e cting wh e th e r or not any connection device is 
attach e d to said connector, whoroby when said d e t e ctor d e t e cts that any conn e ction d e vic e 
is attached to said connector, wherein the controller, responsive to the signal indicating a 
connection exists between the camera and the printer, controls the camera syst e m is 
transition e d to transition into a state in order to output stored still image data to the 
external printer apparatus . 

17. (Previously Presented) A camera system as claimed in claim 16, wherein 
said connection device is a connection cable. 

18. (Previously Presented) A camera system as claimed in claim 16, wherein 
said external apparatus is a printer, and wherein when said detector detects that said 
connection device is attached to said connector, the condition of the camera system, which 
is responsive to an output of said detector, permits stored image data to be outputted to the 
printer through the connector and the connection device. 

19. (Previously Presented) A camera system as claimed in claim 16, wherein 
said external apparatus is a storage apparatus, and wherein when said detector detects that 
said connection device is attached to said connector, the condition of the camera system, 
which is responsive to an output of said detector, permits stored image data to be outputted 
to the storage apparatus through the connector and the connection device. 

20. (Previously Presented) A camera system as claimed in claim 16, wherein 
said external apparatus is a personal computer, and when said detector detects that said 
connection device is attached to said connector, the condition of the camera system, which 
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is responsive to an output of said detector, permits stored image data to be outputted to the 
personal computer through the connector and the connection device. 

21. (Previously Presented) A camera system as claimed in claim 16, wherein 
when said detector detects that said connection device is not attached to said connector, a 
condition of the camera system, which is responsive to an output of said detector, inhibits 
outputting of stored image data to the external apparatus through the connector. 

22. (Previously Presented) A camera system as claimed in claim 16, wherein 
said memory is part of a memory card which is removably insertable into said camera 
system. 

23. (Withdrawn) A method of controlling a camera which can store data of a 
taken still image in a memory and can output the still image data to a printer connected to 
a connector of the camera, said cam e ra method comprising: 

a connector for outputting th e rethrough imago data to bo printed by said printer; 

a d e t e ctor for detecting a condition as to whether a connection is established 
between the camera and the printer or not an imag e can b e print e d by said print e r, said 
imago is based on the imag e data outputt e d via th e conn e ctor ; and 

a controll e r for transitioning the camera from a present state into a state in ord e r to 
output still image data through said connector to said printer responsive to detecting a 
connection whon said d e t e ctor d e t e cts that th e imag e can b e print e d by said print e r . 

24. (Cancelled) 

25. (Withdrawn) A cam e ra method as claimed in claim 23, wherein wh e n said 
dotootor dotocts responsive to detecting that the camera is not connected to the printer that 
tho imag e cannot b e print e d by said print e r, th e controll e r inhibits outputting of the image 
data to the printer through the connector is inhibited . 



26. (Cancelled) 
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27. (Withdrawn) A method of controlling a camera which can store data of a 
taken still image in a memory and can output the still image data to a printer connected to 
a connector of the camera, said cam e ra method comprising: 

a connector for outputting ther e thorough imag e data to b e printed by said printer; 

receiving a signal indicative of a connection status between the camera and a 
printer, the connection status being indicative of a d e t e ctor for det e cting a condition as to 
whether or not still image data to b e outputtod via the connector can be rec e iv e d printed by 
said printer for printing ; and 

a controll e r for transitioning the camera from a present state into a state in ord e r to 
output still image data through said conn e ctor to said printer via said connector when the 
signal indicates that wh e n said d e t e ctor d e t e cts that th e still image data to b e outputt e d via 
th e connector can be r e c e iv e d printed by said printer. 

28. (Cancelled) 

29. (Withdrawn) A cam e ra method as claimed in claim 27, wherein wh e n said 
detector d e t e cts responsive to receiving a signal that said printer cannot print r e c e iv e the 
still image data, th e controll e r inhibits outputting inhibiting the output of the image data to 
the printer through the connector.
